“We’re going to have to have 
a greater interface between the 
two—Justice and HEW—in this 
whole compliance area 
and 
across the nation,” he said. 
“ But we haven’t been in office 
tong enough to get that working 
relationship established yet.” 
Atty. Gen. John Mitchell filed 
the lawsuits in Louisiana and 
Houston a few days after Finch 
had described the cutting off of 
federal aid as the ultimate 
weapon in school segregation 
disputes. 
In an interview with Tile As­ 
sociated Press, Finch said the 
files on the Southern school dis­ 
tricts were turned over to the 
attorney general. “Tile timing 
and the nature and the institu­ 
tion of these actions are entirely 
under his control, and are not 
done in relation to this depart­ 
ment,” he said.

reverberated

Saigon tonight as U.S. and South 
Vietnamese forces resumed of­ 
fensive operations after a 24- 
hour truce for the start of the 
lunar new year. 
Allied infantrymen resumed 
some 60 operations they had in­ 
terrupted briefly for the new 
year festival known as Tet, and 
U.S. warplanes went back into 
action. The aim was to maintain 
pressure on Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese forces 
so 
they could not repeat the Tet of­ 
fensive which gave the allies 
such a setback last February. 
Tile allied truce ended at 6 
p m. Saigon time, and 22 min­ 
utes later waves of B52s were 
dropping tons of explosives only 
31 miles north of Saigon on the 
fringes of Communist War Zone 
D. Seven miles west of the capi­ 
tal, smaller American fighter- 
bombers attacked a Viet Cong 
bunker complex. 
In

American artillery opened fire 
on enemy troop concentrations 
near Kontum City 45 seconds 
after the truce ended. 
Military spokesmen said the 
allies would ignore the rest of 
the seven-day Viet Cong cease­ 
fire, which runs until 7 a.rn Sat­ 
urday, just as they ignored the 
first 35 hours of it. 
U.S. headquarters said the en­ 
emy violated their own cease­ 
fire and the period of allied 
truce with at least 179 attacks 
during the 53 hours from 7 a m. 
Saturday until noon today. 
Headquarters reported that 
128 of these incidents occurred 
during the first 18 hours of the 
allied truce, including an at­ 
tempt early today by hundreds 
of North Vietnamese to overrun 
a U.S. Marine artillery base 
near the Laotian border. 
During the allied truce, U.S. 
headquarters said. eight Ameri­ 
cans were killed and 71 wound­ 
ed. while American forces killed 
at least 96 of the enemy and 
captured seven. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters announced that 16 govern­ 
ment soldiers had been killed 
and 36 wounded since 7 am . 
Saturday. A spokesman said 
government troops killed HO en­ 
emy soldiers and captured 61 
during the same period.

This 
important factor used to be bil­ 
lions of dollars in favor of the 
United States In fact, the coun­ 
try exported $3.5 billion more 
than it bought from overseas in 
1967, a year in which the United

•The concept that aid to dev eloping nations 
csn be handled more efficiently by priv ate en- 
tirprise than by gov ernments will be explored 
thoroughly Sunday, 
TThe opportunity for frank discussions about 
lagging priv ate inv estment in poor countries 
will come as a result of a meeting in Amster­ 
dam between Western bankers and industrial­ 
ists and officials of 14 natioas that need help. 
• Financiers will represent the United States, 
Britain, Italy, Switzerland, West Germany, Ja­ 
pan, Canada and Sweden, 


THE U DEVELOPING countries taking part 
in the meeting include Argentina Brazil, Chad, 
Chile. Ghana. India, Indonesia, Iran . Iv ory 
Coast, Jamaica, Kenya. Libya. Pakistan and 
Turkey. 
Congress, in the last session, chopped the ad­ 
ministration’s foreign aid program almost in 
half The final spending appropriation for fiscal 
19fi9 was $1 75 billion — representing the lowest 
lev el in the program's 21-year history. 
With domestic spending spirahng. the mood 
of the countrv is not likely to swing toward sub­ 
stan tial increases in foreign aid The tapering 
off of U.S aid funding, howev er, does not erase 
the need for capital inv estment in underdev el­ 
oped regions of the world 
The job of taking up the slack falls to priv ate 
« rterprise. How the challenge will be met is the 
main topic of the Amsterdam conference. 


Shortly before he left office. President John­ 
son was giv en recommendations by two differ­ 
ent adv isory groups adv ocating the establish­ 
ment of seniiautonomous gov ernment corpo­ 
ration — run by busine.ssmen — to assist Amer­ 
ican inv estors and corporatyions set up opera­ 
tions in dev eloping countries. 
\\hen President Nixon was a candidate, he 
said American foreign aid was “.spread far loo 
thin in too many countries in too many pro­ 
jects.”

HE AI.SO M.ADE a point of being hone.st 
about the practical motiv ation behind foreign 
aid and stripped away the false image that it is 
a great human itarian endeav er when he said; 
“Neither abroad nor at home can we expect 
our civ ilization to be secure in a .sea of angry 
exiles. In the world city as well as our own. we 
can preserv e our hard-won abundance only by 
bringing the hav e-nots within the affluent so<-ie- 
ty. America’s basic self-intere.ri in world dev el­ 
opment stems from the brutal fact that there 
can he no san ctuary for the rich in a world of 
the .starv ing.” 
The Am.sterdam get-together will seek to 
channel priv ate enterprise efforts into foreign 
aid on the basis of self-interest.

W hatever the reasons, political or other, such 
action will create the impression that Congress 
does not have enough confidence in the presi­ 
dent to perm it him, as the Constitution pro­ 
vides, to conduct foreign policy.

Acting Head Yows To Keep 
San Francisco College Open 


SAN FRANCISCO 
IA P) - 
San Francisco State College, hit 
hy homemade bombs twice im 
four days, begins the spring 
semester today with its acting 
president vowing to keep the 
campus open. 
Two explosions rocked the ad­ 
ministration building early Sun­ 
day. blowing out 14 plate glass 
windows, touching off tw'o fires 
and injuring a campus security 
officer. 
The officer, Derek Pitts, was 
passing within a few yards of 
the explosions in a patrol car. 
He suffered a mild concussion 
but put out the fires. 
No arrests were made. Wit­ 
nesses said they saw two youths 
runaiing from the area. 
Dr. S I. Hayakaiwta, named 
acting president two weeks aft­ 
er minority sudems and sym- 
pahizers began a strike Nov. 6, 


called the explosions “ just an­ 
other of the neo-Fascist ac­ 
tions” by dissidents trying to 
close the campus. 
Another bomb knocked out 
two windows in a student lounge 
Thursday night. 
Hayakawa vowed to keep the 
campus open ail! spring, with po­ 
lice 
force if necessary. 
He 
conceded that many of the 
18,000 students enrolled for the 
fall semester had been trying to 
transfer to other schools. Pick­ 
eting. demonstrations and some­ 
times violence have accompa­ 
nied the three-month-old .strike. 
The black studies department. 
which had been tentatively set 
to begin operations this semes­ 
ter, now won’t begin until next 
fall because of what Hayakawa 
called “ sabotage” by Nathan 
Hare and other Negro faculty 
members.

Especiaily 
w+ien yon know the tncks of the 
trade. Here are a few su gges-; 
hons to help you get your paint-: 
ing done quicker and better than 
ever. 
i 
First, always buy 
q u al i t y ; 
pamts. Their improved hid ing; 
power, ease of application an d , 
greater durability m ake them a i 
bargain in the long run. Latex 
padnts are a boon to the do-it- 
yourselfer, 
On 
the plus 
side, 
ihcy’re practically odorless and 
all but dripless. Brushes and in­ 
advertent spatters clean up with 
lUSt a soap amd water treat­ 
m ent. In addition, latex paints 
are fast drying, come in a wide 
range of colors in sem i-gloss and 
flat sheens. 


THE RIGHT equipment goes 
a long way m making any paint- 
UTg job a breeze. Here are some | 
of the essentials: a long-handled 
rd ler for painting ceilings; a 
three-inch brush for doing trim: 
shirt boards or a metal shield 
for doing the fine line between 
walls and ceilings. 
If you use the largest roller 
you can m anage, your room can 
be painted in no time. And don't 
fcKget dropcloths of tarpaulin or 
heavy plastic to protect your 
furniture 
and 
floors 
while

project is rem oval of hardware 
trom doors and cabinets. De- 
tad i covers from electrical out­ 
lets and sw itches if you don’t 
intend to paint them, too.

For the fine “ edge” between 
the ceiling and walls, follow the 
pros with this “ fool - the - eye” 
trick. J u.st draw the line free­ 
hand with a sm all bru^. You 
m ay find this a quicker, more 
satisfying way of getting the il­ 
lusion of an even edge, 
When using a roller, line the 
tray with aluminum foil to spare 
yourself a cleanup later on.

What do 
you suggest? 


ANSWER: A ma.sonry condi­ 
tioner works when the old paint 
is chalking, but in this case 
m ore .severe m easures appear 
to be in order. While you might 
try power wire brushing, you 
won’t get as good a result as 
if you have the masonry sur­ 
face sandblasted. 
And you sure are right about 
the uselessness of painting over 
such a surface. It would only 
by a few months before the 
flaking and peeling would start 
all over again. 


QUESTION: 
Is it neces.sary 
to use woof filler on an oak floor 
before refinishing it? 1 intend to 
use lacquer as the final finish. 
ANSWER: In the fir.st place. 


¡there is a trend towards leav­ 
ing oak and other open - pored 
woods in their natural slate ra­ 
ther than attempting to close the 
pore.s with a filler.

No water will then touch the concrete and it 
will set up hard. Diverting the water is done in different 
wavs. Sometimes large pipes or tunnels are taken under 
the site, and the dam is built on top. Often, the waler is 
diverted to one side. In the upper picture, the river has 
been pushed to the far side bv collegiums, which are 
temporary wooden walls ol strongly braced piles and 
planks. A special tunnel has been drilled around the end 
of the site where the dam 
is being built. The water 
directed by the cofferdam is pouring through this and 
appearing at lower left. Alter the dam is constructed, the 
cofferd am is removed, the tunnel filled and a fine lake is 
built up by the dam. Dams are extrem e^ important to us. 
Through them we can store vast amounts of water, which 
can be released in dr) periods. Dams prevent disastrous 
floods, furnish power to generate electricity and provide 
fine recreational areas.
